Valuable  instruction  in  Span- 
teh  may  be  obtained  by  MSC 
students  during  the  summer 
term  at  the  Institute  Techno- 
logico  de  Monterrey,  Mexico. 

Monterrey  Tec,  as  it  is  often 
called,  is  located  in  Monterrey, 
a  city  with  both  modem  and 
historical  buildings.  Since  the 
school  is  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Associatioa  Col¬ 


leges  and  Schools,  all  credits 
earned  there  will  be  transfer¬ 
able  to  other  American  col¬ 
leges. 

Students  may  take  a  variety 
of  courses  in  Spanish  at  the 
institution  during  the  interim 
session.  Since  1948,  students 
from  various  parts  of  the  Un¬ 
ited  States  have  attended  the 
summer  courses.  They  are 


housed  in  dormitories  on  cam¬ 
pus. 

Beginning  Spanish  students 
are  instriicted  in  English  by  a 
U.  S.  citizen.  Students  with 
approximately  10  hours  of 
Spanish  credit,  however,  will 
receive  their  instruction  from 
a  native  in  Spanish  only.  Both 
undergraduate  and  graduate 
courses  are  offered. 

Cost  for  attending  a  summer 
session  is  approximately  ?350 
for  room,  board,  and  tuition. 
In  addition,  a  student  has  to 
plan  for  his  own  travel  expens¬ 
es.  The  total  cost  fluctuates 
slightly  depending  upon  tho 
type  of  room  and  other  accom¬ 
modations  desired.

Faculty  Approves  New  Fields, 
Raises  Teaching  Qualifications 


Faculty  approval  will  open 
throe  new  major  iields  of  study 
and  will  raise  standards  for 
student  teachers  during  the 
coming  year. 

“.An  agriculture-business  ma¬ 
jor  has  been  set  up  in  order 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  in¬ 
volved  in  placing  people  in  this 
field,”  Dr.  Leon  Miller,  dean  of 
instruction,  pointed  out  in  dis¬ 
cussing  recent  faculty  deci¬ 
sions. 

Another  degree  approved  is 
a  BS  in  Ed,  elementary  and 
secondary,  for  persons  who 
plan  to  teach  art.  Tliis 
program  is  designed  on  a  plan 
similar  to  the  MSC  music 
teaching  degree  plan.  A  third 
program  to  be  set  up  is  a  BS 
in  Ed,  elementary  or  second- 
ai'y,  for  speech  correction  and 
pathology. 

“Our  college  has  a  program 
to  this  effect,  but  it  has  not 
been  as  well-defined  as  it  is 
now,”  .stated  Dr.  Miller. 

Along  with  these  major  re¬ 
visions.  minor  changes  have  al¬ 
so  been  instituted. 

Starting  next  semester,  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  allowed  to  carry 
17  semester  hours  with  their 
advisor’s  approval.  Ilcnirs  over 
this  amount  uj)  to  19  will  have 
to  be  petitioned  for  as  in  pre¬ 
vious  years.  Also,  students  will 
be  required  to  maintain  a  2.0 
average  in  all  professional  ed¬ 
ucation  courses  as  well  as  in 
their  teaching  field  and  over¬ 
all  program  in  order  to  do  stu¬ 
dent  leaching. 


Other  amendments  include  a 
new  scliolastic  probation  pro¬ 
vision  in  regard  to  liigh  scliool 
graduates,  a  program  sot  up  to 
drop  permanently  students  who 
have  been  dismissed  or 
dropped  three  times,  and  a 
new  provision  for  nonaccept¬ 
ance  of  “D”  grades  of  transfer 
students.

To  Tutor  Students 

A  mailbox  full  of  pink  slips 
haunts  die  dreams  of  some 
MSC  students  as  the  time  of 
midterm  exams  draws  nearer. 

The  Dean  of  Instruction  of¬ 
fers,  as  a  preventive  measure, 
a  tutoring  service.  Dean  Leon
